CRAWFORD IS DEAD. 


The Man Shot by Hy. L. Ermatinger Ex- 
pires at the City Hospital. 


E. E. Crawford, who was shot yesterday 
afternoon by Henry L. Ermatinger at the hat 
store of the latter, Eighth and Market streets, 
died at the City Hospital shortly before 2 
o’clock this afternoon, 
The shooting of Crawford by Mr. 
Ermatinger was evidently in self de- 
fence, Mr. and Mrs. Crawford have 
heen separated for about a year and the hus- 
band has been constantly annoying his wife. 
Lately she has been earning her living by 
working for Ermatinger and the husband has 
several times demanded that she be dis- 
charged, but Ermatinger has refused to take 
such action. yesterday Crawford eame to 
the storeand abused Ermatinger and ieft, 
saying he would return. He did so at 2:45 
o’clock, and, itis said, made an attempt to 
draw a revolver and was shot by Ermatinger. 


Crawford hasfor some time been annoying 
his wife, and only afew months ago wrote 
her athreatening letter. Hecalled upon her 
several times, and when ordered fo cease his 
abuse by her employer threatened to kill 
Ematinger. Some time ago Mrs. Crawford 
had Crawford arraigned in Judge Paxson’s 
court for disturbing her peace. The follow- 
ing day Crawford presented a_ letter to 
Assistant City Attorney Mulvihill from a 
Conncilman whoasked him to deal lightly 
with the man, the writing stating that Fr. 
Walsh of St. Bridget’s had awakened him in 
the middie of the night and asked 
him to et Crawford out on 
bail. Mulvihill, however, learned that 
Crawford had so bad a record for annoying 
his wife that he would not ‘‘let up’’ on the 
man, despite the fact thata councilman and 
a priest were working in the fellow’s behalf.

JUST FROM RIO 


Arrival of Amiral Stanton at New 
York Harbor. 


Declined to Discuss the Cause for His 
Relisf From Command, 


REGARDS THE OUTCOME OF THE BRAZIL- 
IAN WAR A PUZZLE. 


Reports There Had Been Little Effective 
Work Done by Either Side Up to the 
Time He Sailed, On Oct. 81—No Very 
Great Damage Had Been Infilcted 
Upon the Oity of Rio de Janeiro— 
Peixoto’s American Fleet. 


New York, Nov. 30.—Admiral Staaton, who 
was relieved of his command of the South 
American squadron for ‘‘saluting the insur- 
gent Admiral, Mello, in Rio Harbor,’’ ar- 
rived here on the steamship Spree. In con- 
versation with a press representative who 
boarded the Spree at Quarantine and came 
up to New York with him, the Admiral said: 

**T sailed from Rio on Oct. 3lon the Royal 
Mail steamship Thames, my intention being 
tosailfor New York on the City of Paris, 
which I missed by six hours. I then ar- 
ranged to sallon the Spree from Southamp- 
ton, Nov. 22.”’ 

The reporter asked Admiral Stanton if he 
would say anything about the incident in Rio 
harbor, which resulted in his being relieved 
of his command. 

**T will have to ask you to excuse me from 
speaking of that,’’ he replied. ‘‘I really 
know nothing aboutit. I received a dispatch 
from the Navy Department ordering my im- 
mediate return, but I haveno official infor- 
mation as to why Iam recalled. I, of course, 
know why, but could not speak of it, nor say 
anything on the subject until I have reported 
to the Secretary of the Navy. I have had 
scarcely any opportunity to see the news- 
papers since I sailed from Rio, and have only 
seen the English papers. ’’ 

‘*What are your plans, Admural?’’ queried 
the reporter. 

‘*T will immediately upon going ashore 
wire the department at Washington of my 
arrival. I shall proceed at once to my home 
at New London, Conn,., and from there to 
Washington. That will be my programme 
unless I find instructions tothe contrary 
upon my arrival.’’ 


Admiral Stanton was then asked to make4 


a statement on the subject of his recall. 

‘*There is a bright side to every question,’’ 
smilingly replied the Admiral. ‘‘It is a 
pleasure to be again in New York and s0 
near landing on American soil. The antici- 
pation of meeting my family on Thanksgiv- 
ing Day after quite an absence is avery 
great pleasure, which has comforted me 
throughout the journey home.’’ 

‘*Who, in your opinion, wiil win the day in 
the present conflict in Brazil?’’ the Admiral 
was asked, 

**That is a difficult question to answer, and

Lleft Rio, On Oct. 29, however, the Sunday 
before I sailed, avery good shot was made 
from one of Peixoto’s guns which hit the 
rebel fort. I went through Rio de Janeiro a 
number of times and novery great damage 
was done. Here and there I observed a 
cornice or piece of a building clipped off, but 
the city was but slightly damaged.’’ 

‘*What do you think will be accomplished 
by the little fleet organized here to aid the 
Government in Brazil?’’ 

‘*Thatisanother question difficult toan- 
swer. Itall depends on Mello’s programme, 
If he makes advance preparations, which 
I believe he will, the fleet will 
never get in gunshot of Rio de Janeiro. 
When I left the city it was rumored he would 
sail out and meet the incoming Vessels and 
defeat or sink them in detail.’’ 

The Admiral, at this point, excused him- 
self from further interviewand retired to 
his state-room to make preparations for dis- 
embarking. 

SKETCH OF ADMIRAL STANTON. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 30.—Following is 
a sketch of Admiral Stanton, recently re- 
lieved from his command at Rio de Jantero. 
He was born in Sag Harbor. N. Y., July 18, 
1834. He entered the navy as acting midship- 
man in 1849. In July, 1862, he was commis- 
sioned Lieutenant-Commander. Prior to the 


war he served on the steamer Memphis on 
the Paraguay expedition, and had also made 
cruises to the African coast and with the 
Pacific squadron. He was placed in charge 
of the steamer Tioga in the special West In- 
dian expedition of 1862-3, and in 1868-4 com- 
manded the steamer Panola on the Western 
Gulr blockading squadron, positions of great 


responsibility. 
From 1871 to 1874, when he was transferred 


to the Yantic, Commodore Stanton com- 
manded the receiving ship at Portsmouth, 
N. H., and the steamer Monocacy, on the 


Asiatic station. ! 

In November, 1881, he went on duty atthe 
Naval Asylum, at Philadelphia, Where he re- 
mained until ovember, when he was 
assigned tothe command of the steam frig- 
ate Tennessee. flagship of the North Atlantic 
station. Mle was assigned to duty as Com. 
mander-in-Chief of the South Atlantic Sta- 
tion shortly after the Columbus naval review

The Expecta tions of Many May 
Yet Be Disappointed. 


Not Probable the Whisky and Tobacco 
Tax Will Be Revolutionized. 


MANY COMMITTEEMEN’S VIEWS HAVE 
CHANGED SINCE DISCUSSION BEGAN. 


A Wide Range of Internal Revenue Pians 
Have Been Canvassed—The Question 
Found to Be a Most Difficult One— 
Doubtful ifa Majority Can Be Found 
Favorable to Any Increase of Rates on 
Whisky and Tobacco—The Income Tax 
to Be Very Limited—Tariff Specula- 


tion. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 30.—Those who 
have been counting upon an internal revenue 
Dill to be reported by the Democratic mem- 
bers ofthe Committee on Ways and Means, 
which will revolutionize the whisky and 
tobacco tax, may yet be disappointed. The 
whole question of internal revenue has been 
discussed pro and con by the committee and 
a wide range of plans canvassed, The ques- 
tion has been found to be oneof the most 
difficult that the committee has been called 
upon to deal with, and it is asserted 
by those in a position to know 
that there are members of the committee 
who have changed their views om ma- 
terial points since the exchange of 
opinions was begun and since their research 
and investigations have been directed into 
different channels by fellow members and 
by outsiders... It is known that almost 
all of the members were favorable to a heavy 
increase of the tax upon whisky and tobacco 
when they first metas a committee, but it 
is now asserted that the views of many of 
them have undergone such a radical change 
upon this question that it is even doubtful 
whether a majority can be found favorable 
to any increase whatever upon the present 
rates upon these articles and that if there 
shonld bean increase it will grudgingly be 
given and only because the reduction of 
duties proposed by the tariff bill will render 
it necessary to increase the collections from 
the internal revenue sources, 

The members of the committee also find 
reasons of a similar character for hesitating 
over a change in the tobacco schedule. It is 
asserted that the influence of Secretary Oar- 
lisie is being exerted against any material 
increase of these revenue rates for the same 
reasons which are lable to control the mem- 
bers of the committee. 

Later information is confirmatory of the 
prediction heretofore sent out that the in- 
come tax proposition of which so much has 
been said of late will not extend much beyond 
the imposition of atax upon the net earn- 
ings of corporations and upon bequests. It 
is quite certain that the bill will contain pro- 
visions of this kindand also that a stiff tax 
will be levied upon proprietary medicines, 
This latter tax ig meeting with. very -gemerat 
favor because of the. e=--atling betteft that 
large profits are made upon this class of 
medicines, and also because of the simplicity 
of collecting the tax, whichcan be done by 
the sale of stamps. 

It is not believed that the committee will 
find many sittings necessary to complete the 
internal revenue Dill, and the prediction is 
made that it will be sufficiently advanced to 
make public Friday night or Saturday. 

The one great problem which is now agi- 
tating the committee is that of finding means 
of making good the deficiency which will be 
caused by tariff reduction, and some ofthe 
members are said to have reached the con- 
clusion that, do the best they.may, there will 


still be imperfections of this character when 
the Dills shall have passed the House, which 
will be left to the Senate to deal with, and 
they count upon many changes in the latter 
body. Itiseven thus early hinted that the 
Senate Committee on Finance will reporta 
substitute for the entire bill,

Speculation asto Whether Congress May 
Take Measures to Aid the Destitute. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Noy. 30.—Letters re- 
celved here and inguiry among Senators 
and members indicate that there are many 
people throughout the country asking them- 
selves whether Congress can be countedjupon 
during the approaching session to do any- 
thing in the interest of communities which 
have suffered unusual hardships because of 
disasters or dull times. 

Reports are generally to the effect thata 


hard winter is to be expected in various sec- 
tions and that actual suffering will be ex- 
perienced in many places. Oity and country, 
alike, re unus numbers out of employ- 
ment. Inthe Western agricultural regions 
the low price of grain and live stock, in the 
South the cotton depression, in the Rocky 
Mountains the shutting down of many silver 
mines, in the towns of New England and the 
Eastern and Middle States the closing of 
manufacturing establishments and reduction 
of forces are reported. 

All these causes have had the effect of 
driving numbers to the large cities, thus in- 
soaae the quota ofidle people, unusually 
large this season because of the neral and 
oe causes in the larger centers of popula- 

on.

- @N TRIAL FOR HIS MANY CRIMES IN 


CALIFORNIA. 


The Last Battle With Detectives ian Which 
Be Lost an Eye and Arm and His Con- 
federate, Sontag, Got His Death 
Wounds-—Graphically Told by One of 
the Officers in the Man Hunt. 


Fresno, OCal., Nov. 30.—This is the second 
@ay of the trial of Chris Evans, the Visalia 
train robber and most desperate man ever 
behind the bars ofa California prison. His 
crimes are many, but the specific charge 
upon which he is now tried is for the killing 
of Victor Wilson, a Deputy Sheriff. 

e train robbery, which was the beginn- 
ing of Evans’ criminal career, occurred ata 
station called Collis, near Fresno, Aug. 3, 
1892. An express car was blown up with dyn- 
amite, and Express Messenger George D. 
Roberts seriously injured. Officers soon ar- 
rested George Sontag atthe house of Chris 
Evans, in Visalia. He was afterwards tried 
and sent tothe penitentiary for life. When 
an attempt was made to arrest Evans he and 
John Sontag openéa fire on the officers, 
wounding George Witty. In a second en- 
gagement Oscar Weaver,an officer, was killed 
in front of Evans’ house. Un Sept. 14 An- 
drew McGinnis and Victor Wilson were 
killed in the mountains by the bandits, and 
two other officers were wounded. On May 26 8. 
J, Black, another officer, was wounded by the 
bandits in the mountains. On June 15 both 
bandits were captured. Sontag died of his 
wounds in prison here soon after. Evans 
has recovered, though he lost his right eye 
and left hand in his last battle with the 
officers. 

No previous criminal incident in the history 
of California has occasioned greater public 
interest. Until the train robbery occurred 
Evans had borne a good reputation, and 
great surprise was shown when thecrime 
was tracedtohis door. He is an educated 
man,isa native of Canada, anditis said 
that his early schooling was to fit him for 
the priesthood. The two Sontag brothers 
lived in Minnesota, coming to this Statea 
few years ago. Evans’ wife and daughter 
are now starringina play based on the in- 
cidents of the bloody work of the bandits. 

The last battle with Evans and Sontag, in 
whichthe latter got his death wound and 
Evanslost an eye and arm, was a fitting 
closing chapter of two bandits’ bloody 
careers, It is best described as Hiram 
L. Rapelje, a Deputy Sheriff who took 
part in it, tells it. Here is Rapelje’s 
story; ‘‘The last fight with Evans and Sontag 
took place early inlast June. Fred Jackson 
and myself had been out alter them five times 
before we took upthe successful trail. Our 
search covered about ail the territory they 
ranged over, from Sampson’s Flat to Nigger 
Creek and Camp Badger, and from the Stone 
Corral to Visalia. The trail was very 
warm several times, but we never got sight 


of our game until the time we landed them. 
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’ another train within ten days, presumably to 


' We had thetr Fort Defiance, which they had 
built and taken refuge in, surrounded once, 
put they were not at home, and I suspect 
it was just as well forus that they were not, 
for somebody would have been hurt ip an 
‘attempt to get them out of there. It was 
about as impregnable a hole as could well be 
imagined. The camp was located a mile and 
a half or two miles below the old road to 
Comstock’s mill, in what is Known 
as Dark Canyon, Aa rugged gulch 
so thickly choked with chapparal and 
other brush as to be almost impassable. Son- 
tag and Evans did a vast amount of trall- 
cutting about the place, but nct so much for 
the purpose of making it easy of access as to 
Diind pursuers. Several trails came toan 
abrupt termination in heavy thickets and

OKLAHOMA STATEHOOD. 


Synopsis ofthe Work Done at the Recent 
Convention. 


KIXGFISHER, O. T., Nov. 30.—The first dele- 
gate statehood convention of Oklahoma fin- 
ished its work Tuesday night. The report of 
the Committee on Resolusions hela the prin- 
cipal feature of interest of the convention. 
The report reaffirmed the declarations of the 
Elreno and Purcell conventions heid last 
August and September; providing that a 
complete division of all the lands be made to 
the Indians, giving them power to alienate 
all but a homestead of 160 acres, and that 
land used for town sites be entered as town 
sites under the United States laws governin 
same. These ideas were largely eathered 
from the Chickasaw and Choctaw represent- 
atives, the two tribes who are willing to 
take citizenship in this way but are unwill- 
ingto take allotments and allow the Gov- 
esemens to parcel out the remainder to set- 
tlers. 

The report was adopted hy a vote of 216 to 
18 and the convention adjourned sine dle.

SPARING PARENTAL FEELINGS 

The efforts of the Parents’ Association 
of New York to arrive at a proper system 
for the correction of troublesome children 
might result in something satisfactory if 
they were to appoint a committee to visit 
the most enlightened countries across the 
sea and obserye the methods which long 
experience has- proven effectual, or at 
least convenient, over there. 

The English, especially, are system- 
atical in the governmentof the young, 
and Dr. Winterburn, who found that 
every ‘‘licking’’ he got when a boy 
did him good, would be particularly 
pleased by a few weeks’ study of the 
English corrective scheme. The profes- 
sional floggers of London appear to give 
strict attention tothe young whoare placed 
in their charge, and the relief to tender- 
hearted British parents must be very great. 
One of the floggers, a clergyman’s daugh- 
ter of great strength and energy, has 
been a very successful proctor, and her 
sincere belief in the necessity of her call- 
ing and its beneficial results serve to cheer 
her on her somewhat thorny way. 

Mrs. Pierce—for that is the name of the 
lady—has a simple and perfect system. 
She begins with eight or ten spanks and 
follows them up with from sixteen to 
twenty-five strokes with the birch, accord- 
ing as they may seem to be needed.

OUR WAR STANDING. 


Snyopsis of the Annual Report of Secre- 
retary of War Lamont. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 80.—Secretary Lamont 
inhis annual report says that it may be 
presumed that Indian warfare is practically

The total strength ofthe army on Sept. 380, 
1893, was 2,144 officers and 25,778 enlisted men. 
From various causes—discharge, purchase, 
desertion, etc.—the army lost 9,416 enlisted 
= during the year and gained 9,074 re- 
cruits. 

Transportation was furnished for 867,577 

6,948 animals and 99,692 tons of 

The new quarters, barracks and 
buildings at army posts compare favorably 
with military structures abroad. The dis- 
cipline, heaith and general condition of the 
army are reported good. 

The Secretary of War recommends strongly 
the repeal of the law fixing ten years as the 
maximum period of enlistment, and favors a 
reduction of the period of first enlistment to 
three years instead offive. The prosecution 
ofthe experiment of enlisting Indian com- 
panies will be continued only on the present 
small scale until its success or failure has 
been proved. 

The three battalion organizations for infan- 
fantry regiments is recommended. 

The adoption of the new magazine rifie is 
the most important step taken for the infan- 
try since the civil war. A limited number 
will be completed within sixty days, at the 
Springfeld Armory, andthe entire infantry 
force will be equipped with the new arms be- 
fore the close of the coming year. The 
gradual manufacture ofa reserve supply of 
the arm sufficient for the organization of the 
militials recommended. The issue of the 
new 8.2 steel field guns to the militia, and in 
limited numbers to colleges and schoois, 
which manifest a special interest in military 
instruction, is suggested. 

The mounting of the first 12-inch gun, 
with its lift, in its emplacement at Sandy 
HOOK is the evidence of remarkable progres s 
during eight years, signifying the ability of 
our manufacturers to produce heavy forg- 
ings for high-power guns; the completion of 
an army gun factory at Watervilet, which 
takes rank with the best in the world; the 
invention and manufacture of gun carriages 
and lifts able to sustain the weight and re- 
coll of these great guns, and the completion 
of modern emplacements. The cost of the 
type battery at Sandy Hoo« is $524,121. By 
Jan. 1, 1891, there will be ready for mounting 
nine 12-inch guns, twenty 10-inch guns, 
thirty-four 8-inch guns and seventy-five 14- 
inch mortars. 

The Engineer Corps is preparingat Port-

THE DEPOSED LEADER. 


Sketch of the Career of Terrence Vincent 
Powderly. 


Terrence Vincent Powderly, who was a few 
days ago deposed from the leadership of the 
Knights of Labor,is a native of Pennsylvania, 
though of Irish parentage. He was born at 
Carbondale in 1849, the eleventh of twelve 
children. His father wasa day laborer and 
gave Terry but six years’ education in the 
public schools, and at the age of 13 he found 
employment with the Delaware & Hudson 
Canal Co, 

In 1870 he was invited one night to attend a 
meeting of a local branch of the Knights of 
Labor, Assembly No. He joined. The 
movement was then in its infancy,and meet- 
ings were held in secret, members being re- 
quired to take an oath at initiation. At 
about this time labor-saving machinery was 
being introduced in an alarming way. 

Mr. Powderly became active among the 
knights. In January, 1878, he was elected to 
represent one of the seven districts of the or- 
der at its first convention, which was held in 
Reading that month. Uriah Stephens of 
Philadelphia was elected General Master 
Workman, and Powderly tothe next office, 
which was called General Worthy Foreman, 
At the next meeting, beld in St. Louis, Mr. 
Stephens recommended that Powderly be 
elected to fill his place, which was done. 

in April, 1878, Powerly was elected Mayor 
of Scranton, Pa., to which office he was 
twice re-elected, and then hedeclined a re- 
nomination. 

The first thingthat Mr. Powderly did as 
Mayor was to discharge the whole police 
force of the eity. When heretired from of- 
fice he gave his whole time tothe Knights. 

As General-Master Workman, Powderly 
traveled much and spokeon. platforms all 
over the country. During some of the great 
railroad strikes of the past he was on many 
ap occasion the biggest manin the country 
in the eyes of the public for the time Deing. 


THE COLOR LINE. 


Vaudeville and Legitimate Unite Againat 
the Negro. 

San FRANCISCO, Nov. 80.—The white per- 
formers onthe variety stage of San Fran- 
cisco have drawh the line on people of their 
own profession who are not of their own 
color. Over 200 performers, mostly stars of 
the vaudeville stage and some few of the 
**legitimate,’’ met yesterday for the purpose 
of forming a union, the principal object of 
wh ich will be to bar the genuine blaek face 


artist from the same stage as the white man. 

The trouble which led up to the organiza- 
tion of the union of white performers was a 
three-cornered row between the manager of 
alocal theater and Charles Hunn, colored 
comedian, and Junie Macrae,Irish comedian.

CENTRAL AMERICA. 


Minister Arriago’s Views on the Pro- 
posed Federation of Republics. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 30.—The Minister 
from Guatemala to this country is SenorjAnto- 
nio Lozo Arriago. Concerning the proposed 
congress of Central American repubiics for 
the purpose of uniting the five nations in one 
central Government the Minister says: 


‘*Some years ago a movement to restore 
the single Government which formerly ex- 
isted over the whole of Central America was 
projected and carried forward in frequent 
conferences at the old Capitol Building in 
San Jose. The inadequate means of commu- 
nication between the various republics of 
Central America hindered the movement 
toward consolidation, and it stopped. Since 
then there has been no resumption of nego- 
tiations, and I have heard. and know abso- 
+ sew g nothing of any proposition to revive 

em. 

**Internal communications are now in 
progress, and the facilities for bringing 
together the peopie ofthe five republics are 
being greatly extended. Ultimately the pro- 
ject of consolidation may be carried into 
effect. The condition of affairs in Guatemala 
has been misunderstood in this country. The 
President of the republic has not declared or 
attempted to constitute himself a dictator. 
The country ts at peace and the Constitution 
is in force, What has occurred is this: Guate- 
mala suffered, as did the United States, 
through the enormous depreciation in the 
value of silver. 

‘*‘The Government was notable to meet its 
foreign obligations in gold. The President, 
in the interim of Congress, declared that 25 
percent of al! the Custom-house duties 
should be paid in gold and that the interest 
on the national debt should also be paid in 
gold. The constitutional body, representing 
the Guatemalan Congress when not in ses- 
sion, a body which does not exist in the 
United States, thought that the President 
had exeeeded his powers under the Constitu- 
tion, and issued a.call for an extra session of 
Congress. 

‘‘The minority party, probably realizing 
that the President had acted within the Con- 
stitution, and that he would be supported on 
a vote in Congress, failed to materialize,and 
the extra session was not held. This is all 
there is to it.’’
